Pennsylvania advocates of Equal Sal 


frage held their 37th annual session in 
Philadelphia, at 1227 Arch street, on Fri- 
day, November 11, with an all day ineet- 
ing,lunch being served in the Guild room. 


Contrary to the usual outturn, instead 


of holding a three-days meeting only two 
sessions were held, which were devoted to 
business; three days in October having 
been devoted by the executive committee 
to suffrage conferences in the western 
part of the State. 


These meetings which followed the con- 


ventions of the State Federation of Wom- 
an's clnbe, held at Cambridge springs, 
near Erie, were held at Pittsburg and 
Meadville were most successful, a large 
amount of Equal Suffrage sentiment was 
discovered and new members secured. 


A State chairman of peace interests 


was deemed expedient, and Dr. Florence 
H. Richaids ot Philadelphia was named 
for tho position.

That during the past month it has been 


mainly occupied with routine work on 
the streets, such as filling in with gravel 
where needed, flushing out ull the fire hy- 
drants, and other mutters of daily detail. 


A new covered gutter has been put in 


at Franklin and Cedar streets, and the 
material for others at Radcliffe street 
and Jefferson avenve, and 
at Canal 


street and Jeffereon avenue, has been or- 
dered. 


In the matter of the condition of tile 


borough water supply, referred to yonr 
Oommitee Borne months ago, after careful 
consideration ol this most important mat- 
ter, Thomas B. Harper, of Jeukintcwn, 
Feuna., has beeo employed to put down 
several test wells H short distance |ast of 
the borough, in order to demoriatute the 
capacities of the water-bearing strata 
near the town. This work is now under 
way.

H. Grundy & Co., will contribute one- 
half of the cost of this work. Your com- 
mit t^e are folly of the mind that only by 
thus making a substantial job can tbe 
drainage be satisfactorily arranged for at 
this place. 
Upon tbe game terms as to 


division of cost of construction with the 
borough, bids are being asked for to pro- 
vide about 300 feet of terra cntta pipes 
24 inches in diameter to be used to en- 
close the ditch along the Beaver Dam 
front of the Leedom mill. The total cost

The low man on tbe Democratic ticket 
was John H. Mitchell, candidate for 
County Auditor. Mr. Mitchell received 
6966 votes. 


In 1901 Parker received 6719 votes, 


nearly the same number as was received 
by the Democratic candidates in this 
election. The largest vote ever polled in 
the county was cast in 1888 in the Cleve- 
land-Harrison 
Presidential 
election. 


Cleveland received 8642 votes and Harri- 
son 8584, making a total vote of 17,226. 


According to these figures 24 per cent, 


of tbe population of the county voted in 
1888 and but 18 per cent, this year. 


John Stewart, the Republican and 


Democratic candidate for the Supreme 
Court, received tbe highest vote ever re- 
ceived by any man in Bucks county, 13,- 
691. 


This election is not a remarkable one 


in any sense. The one significant fact 
seemed to be that the Repnlican majori- 
ties are growing larger every year. The 
normal Republican majority in Bucks 
county is about 1200. Nearly all tbe 
candidates in this election have majori- 
ties exceeding that figure. 


The size of tbo Prohibitionist and 


Lincoln vote is also interesting. 
The 


usual Prohibition vote in the county is 
about 200. Berry received 603 vot^s on 
the Prohibition ticket, 662 on the Lincoln 
ticket and 217 on tbe Independence tic- 
ket.

Home of MlllaU, 


By some persons of nearly all na- 


tionalities the number 13 is regarded 
with superstitious fear. At Brighton, 
England, the town council has just 
granted permission to a householder 
to change tbe number of her dwelling 
place from 13 to 12A, so many and 
diverge have been the Ills which tbe 
lady traces to the fatal number. Paris 
will not bare tbe number for any 
of its houses. Parisians so hate the 
"thirteen party" for dinner that there 
Is a class of professional diners out 
called "quartorziennes," whose func- 
tion it is to make the fourteenth at 
these symposia. The Turks so dlalike 
It that the word is practically expung- 
ed from their language 
Tbe Italians 


will not even employ it in their lot- 
teries. The Italian gambler's horror 
of the number proceeds apparently 
from the fact that a thirteenth card of 
one of his packs beais tbe figure of 
death. 


In England tbe superstition that on<> 


of a company of thirteen must die 
within the year Is traced to the old 
calculation of the Insurance offices that 
out of thirteen persons taken indis- 
criminately one will die within twelve 
mouths. Others trace the awe in which 
the figures are held to the last supper, 
at which thirteen were present. Lord 
Lytton dealt with this aspect, remark 
ing, "Some have carried it to the ex- 
tent of disliking that number at all 
times, but the commoner form limits it 
to Friday " But the antipathy is older 
than Christianity 'in the old Norse 
mythology the thirteen 
party 
was 


deemed unlucky because, at a banquet 
In Valhalla, Lokl once appeared, mak- 
ing thirteen, and Balder was slain by 
the' blind god Hoder at tbe instigation 
of the Intruder. 


In fostering this superstition the 


credulous find themselves in good com- 
pany 
The question was sprung upon 


a dinner party at the home of the fa- 
mous artist Millais, where they sud- 
denly found themselv-es thirteen strong. 
One of the company was horrified at 
the discovery. 
"The idea is," said 


Matthew Arnold, "that whoever leaves 
the table first will die wirhin a year, so, 
with the permission of the 'adies, we 
will cheat the fates at once. I and 
these two flue, strong young lads will 
rise together, and I think our united 
constitutions will be able to withstand 
the assault of the reaper" They got 
up, and no more was thought about it. 


Six moutbs later Arnold died In the 


prime of life 
One_pf- the two men 


whom he had called upon to rise from 
the table with him was found shot 
dead in his bed In a New York hotel 
The third did seem likely to outlive the 
year He had gone to Australia for the 
benefit of his health But for the home 
ward journey he took passage by the 
Quetta 
And that ship foundered 


among the reefs of New Guinea —Chi- 
cago News. 


TICKLE THE TROUT. 


Do It Cleverly, and Yon Can Gather 


Them lit Ea«lly. 


I once spent my vacation in the lit 


tie village of Schoenwald, in the Black 
forest 
One day the son of the pro- 


prietor of the Inn at which I was stay- 
Ing said that he was going out to 
catch some trout and asited me if I 
would accompany him. He was In his 
bare feet, his trousers rolled up, and 
he had a small, very much elongated 
keg slung by a atrap over his shoul 
der instead of a creel 


The keg had a square opening on 


the top side, and he said that he 
would show me how to catch trout 
without tackle. We went down to a 
small brook running through a meadow 
near the house 
He partly filled the 


keg with water, then, wading a few 
yards up stream, stooped down and 
carefully felt under the long grass 
which hung over the bank 
After 


awhile he lifted a nice brook trout out 
of the water and-put it Into the keg 
and then wading a little farther repeat- 
ed the operation and took in all some 
twenty trout out of-the brook. 


He told me that he caught the fish 


by feeling carefully around under the 
grass at the edge of tbe bank, and 
when he felt one he tickled aud strok- 
ed it until by a quick movement he 
could insert his tBumb and forefinger 
into the fish's gills and then lift It 
out of the water.

FLESH EATING BIRDS. 


They Find Their Prey by Sight, Wot 


hy Sense of Smell. 


A study of the habits of flesh eating 


birds shows that if they possess the 
sense of smell at all It is not suffi- 
ciently acute to enable them to use it 
in finding food 


All observers are agreed that when 


a carcass is hidden by never so slight 
B screen it is safe from the attacks of 
vultures and other carrion seekers, 
but the most remarkable proof of the 
Ineffectiveness of the sense (if it exist 
at all) Is afforded by experiences which 
'Dr. Gullleinard was good enough to re- 
late to me. Many times it has hap- 
pened, he tells me, that, having shot a 
wild beast or other game, which was 
too heavy to carry home, he has dis- 
emboweled It and hidden the carcass in 
the hole of an "ant bear." 


On returning with natives to carry It 


to camp he has found a circle of vul 
tures standing round the spot where 
the offal had been thrown, completely 
unaware of the carcass within a few 
yards of their beaks. Of observations 
proving the possession of the sense I 
know none unless we are willing to 
accept as evidence the belief which Is 
very general among fanciers that birds 
are attached to the smell of anise and 
the similar belief of gamekeepers la 
some parts of the country that they 
are attracted by' valerian. It is said 
that pigeons may be prevented from 
deserting the dovecot by smearing 
their boxes with oil of anise. Poach- 
ers are supposed to lure hen pheasants 
from a wood by anointing gateposts 
with tinctare of valerian.—Nature. 


The Accent of Tree Sap. 


The problem of the ascent of sap In 


trees, an English botanist points out. 
Is yet unsolved. It appears that In th« 
highest trees the total pressure woule 
be nearly 100 atmospheres, and as we 
cannot suppose that leaves can exer 
so intense osmotic suction, the only 
theory at all probable is that the living 
cells exert some sort of pumping ac 
tlon In the wood.
